German ‘quarterly Chureh Review. 
the first: section , of which jis 
mubliched - by tha Protestant 
Kréusssttung,’ of Barlin, seems 
likely to make unplesssat reading 
for Emperor William, in view of 
bis frequent utterances in praise 
of the piety sud bigh morslity of 
the Germsn people. , 

The Review declares that the 
task of the chu-ch haa become
